Tokio, May 10.—The Daily Télegraph’s “Seoul correspondent says: “Tt 
is believed here that a portion ofthe Russian’ Vladivostock fleet has been 
successfully shut out and is now in_the Sea of Japan trying to avoid the 
Japarese.” The Tokio correspondent.of /the Daily Chronicle says that 
15,000 Russians are retiring from Niuchwang to Laao Yang. The’ cor- 
respondent also says that bandits have destroyed the road to Tashieba 
and to Huicheng. The Russians are making new roads. ~The correspon- 
dent says that bandits haverattacked and cut other parts of the rail- 
read, and points out,that the capture of Dalny will enable the Japanese 
io cut off port Arthur’s electric sup-ply. 


G The Capture of Feng Wang Cheng 


; Washipgton, May 9th.—The Japanese Legation has received the follow- 
mg offidigi despatch dated Tokio, May 8th: 

“The first army corps reports’ that on May 6th our Cavairy, detachments 
dispersed. the enemy at» Feng Wang Cheng, which was imm<diateiy oecupied 
by our infantry detachment. ; 

“The enemy burnt their ammunition before evacuating the stron ghokis. 
Refugees of the enemy who have been hiding in the adjoining forests and 
viliages continue to come in and gurrender. 

“The natives say that the number of Russians who were carried on lit- 
ters through Feng Wang Cheng on May 2nd, amounted to ght hundred. 
It is believed that the total casualties of the enemy exceeded three thousand. 

“Our army, Which landed on the Liao Tung reports that a detachment 
after repulsing a small pedy of the enemy occupying Kiintie n on May 2nd. 
destroyed the railway and cut off the telegraphic communication of Port 
Arthur.” = F 

Seoul, May 9th.—The Japanese consul at Gersan telegraphs that a feree 
of Russians, a number unknown, accompanied by Manchurian Mounted band- 
its, crossed the Yalu far abeve Wiju, , advanced southeost : and occupied 
Chang Jiu, one hundred miles west of Song Jin on May 5th.
